After working for nearly a year 
without a contract, Andover fire- 
fighters will turn to the Joint 
Labor Management Committee 
next Tuesday in hopes of solving 
their differences with the town. 
The meeting in Boston comes 
after 16 months of failed negotia- 
tion, says Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski. 

But firefighters say they did 
reach an agreement with 
Stapcezynski exactly one month 
ago yesterday, Wednesday — and 
now the town is backing out of it. 
The union’s contract ran out 
July of 2001. The union, made up 
of 77 firefighters, has been negoti- 
ating with the town for a new 
three-year contract since February 
of 2001, says Jim Cuticchia, union 
vice-president. The union has not 
met this kind of standstill in con- 
tract negotiations for at least two

Temple Emanuel of Andover is raising funds for the purchase of an 
ambulance to send to Israel. According to Rabbi Robert S. Goldstein, 
spiritual leader of the 650 family congregation, the medical commu- 
nity in Israel does not differentiate between Jews and Arabs, Chris- 
tians or Moslems. “About six weeks ago I was in Israel, at the start of 
what was to become one of the most brutal weeks in that region’s his- 
tory. Clearly there are many points of view about who is right and 
what tactics are legitimate. Israel is like America. People have many 
opinions. One area that is not open to negotiation is that medical care 
is provided to all. An ambulance is a very real and concrete way to 
save lives, but it is also an important symbol for it represents the best 
of the human spirit: the desire to help people in need. In Israel, an 
ambulance is just as apt to transport an innocent elderly woman, per- 
haps a Holocaust survivor who has been injured by shrapnel from a 
terrorist attack as well as a young Arab boy hit by a car in downtown 
Jerusalem.” 

Rabbi Goldstein predicts that it will take about three months to 
raise the $60,000 necessary to purchase the fully equipped ambulance. 
It will be made in Georgia, brought to Andover for a brief dedication 
ceremony and then sent to Israel by ship. “I am confident,” said the 
rabbi, “that within a short time there will be a life-saving vehicle dri- 
ving through the streets of Jerusalem with the words emboldened on 
its side, Given as a gesture of hope by the people of Andover, Massa- 
chusetts.”

Auditor: Town ‘still better than most’ 


Powers & Sullivan also says tighter control over cash needed

Andover is a well-managed 
town, according to auditors Pow- 
ers & Sullivan of Woburn. But it 
needs to do a better job keeping its 
books to make sure it stays that 
way. 

According to a bylaw, the town 
must be audited annually. This 
year’s audit of fiscal year 2001 
brought both good and bad news. 

Until recently, the town’s 
accounting department was one 
year behind in its reconciliations — 
balancing its books against how 
much money it spent and from 
what categories it spent it. That is a 
dangerous behavior, because it 
makes it more difficult for the 
town to catch possible bank and 
other errors, says Jim Powers, a 
partner at Powers & Sullivan. 

“Not having strict, tight control 
over your cash exposes you to 
financial weakness,” he told select- 
men in a presentation recently. 
“Error or fraud could have 
occurred and not been detected.” 

Keeping the books up to date 
also helps town officials make 
timely decisions, said Powers. 
When cash emergencies arise sud- 
denly, officials can’t make respon- 
sible decisions unless they know 
just how much money is available. 

The accounting department has 
since made up for lost time and 
brought the books within one 
month of where they should be, 
says Finance Director Tony Tor- 


risi. They found no errors, but he 
agrees with the auditors that being 
timely about the town finances is 
crucial to financial prudence. The 
accounting department’s goal will 
be to reconcile its books monthly, 
and the department may start 
bringing a monthly reconciliation 
report to the selectmen. 

“We're going to keep an eye on 
it,’ says Selectmen Chairman Ray 
Hender, who agrees that less fre- 
quent fiscal management is “dan- 
gerous.”

Despite the book-keeping set- 
backs, Andover has maintained its 
Aaa bond rating. The rating, a sign 
that investors are confident in 
Andover’s financial state and its 
ability to pay its debts, was reaf- 
firmed in November when the 
town sold several bonds to fund 
town projects. The auditors’ sum- 
mary matched that conclusion. 

“You're in pretty good shape at 
this point in time, probably better 
than most (communities),” Powers 
said. “You budget conservatively 


... you have a manageable debt 
level and (good) surplus funds.” 

Powers pointed to the town’s 
stabilization fund — a fund of 
money set aside for emergencies — 
as an example of reserve money. 
The balance in that fund as of 2001 
was about $1 million. 

“Not anymore,” said Selectman 
Brian Major at the presentation. 
Town Meeting in April approved a 
budget that took $600,000 from 
that fund for sidewalk reconstruc- 
tion, school building maintenance 
and upgrades for the fire depart- 
ment’s radios. That left only 
$326,000 in the emergency fund, a 
decision that Major was against. 
With this new information, Powers 
acknowledged that the audit 
accounts for only 2001, but he did- 
n’t change his summary. 

“(The audit is) a little bit dated, 
but you're still better than most,” 
he said. 

Torrisi agrees with that state- 
ment, despite the fact that the sta- 
bilization fund is no longer at the 
$1 million level, and the town will 
need an override to fund its 
schools operating budget. 

“We're still following the prac- 
tice of trying to budget conserva- 
tively,” he says. 

“Some people would ask it to 
be even more conservative than it 
is,” acknowledges Hender. But he 
points to the Aaa bond rating as 
evidence that Andover is still on 
the right track. 


ALL THOSE YEARS AGO 


25 Years Ago - 1977 

Possibly bringing a fine arts 
center to Andover is under serious 
study by the School Committee.

Darling friends looking for new homes 


Veterinarian starts Stray Cat Fund, raffles to spay and vaccinate animals; looks to find them new owners 


By Rebecca Piro 

Dr. Robyn Darling takes time 
out of her rounds at the Andover 
Animal Hospital every day to play 
with Alice, the 7-month-old stray 
kitten that came to her with a bite 
wound two months ago. 

Darling donates her time and 
talent to spay and vaccinate stray 
cats like Alice, so people can adopt 
them at no charge and give them a 
happy home. 

“It’s not a lot of effort and 
time,” Darling says smiling, 
stroking the kitten’s gray-striped 
fur. “I’m just into my job.” 

But it is a lot of money. Since 
last fall, the veterinarian has taken 
in more than 35 cats and dogs and 
treated them out of the goodness 
of her heart. It costs about $185 to 
spay, test and vaccinate one cat.

The hospital on Lowell Street has 
absorbed most of the cost into its 
budget. The hospital spent about 
$6,000 last year, taking care of 
strays. If Darling is going to keep 
doing this, she needs some help. 

That’s where the Stray Cat 
Fund comes in. Darling got the 
idea to ask local businesses for 
prize donations, and she raffles 
them off every week. One hundred 
percent of the money from the raf- 
fle ticket sales goes towards taking 
care of the strays that wander in. 

“The Stray Cat Fund pays for 
the shots and all that stuff,” she 
says. 

She’s also looking for donations 
from businesses as prizes for the 
raffle. “If people want to make a 
donation, this is a great cause,” she 
says.

go 1.2 miles on right. 


It’s going to take a lot of people 
willing to help these creatures, as 
the hospital serves animals from 
Andover, Lawrence, Wilmington 
and North Andover. Despite all the 
animals that come in, and all the 
animals that need attention, Dar- 
ling says she never resorts to 
putting animals to sleep, unless 
they are past help. 

“The money goes quickly. 
There are a lot of animals out 
there,” she says. 

Darling says her work isn’t just 
about kindness — it’s about popu- 
lation control. Communities have 
fewer cats producing kittens if 
strays are spayed. 

Darling, who has two cats and 
two dogs of her own in her New 
Hampshire home, keeps a roll of 
raffle tickets in her white lab coat. 
For every client that comes in — 
human, that is — she presents the 
flyer with Alice’s picture on it and 
an appeal for help. Most of them 
leave with at least one ticket in one 
hand and their healthy pet in the 
other. 

“For each client I have in here, I 
say, ‘Take a minute to read about 
this,” she says. Apparently, most 
of Darling’s clients are true animal 
lovers like herself. 

“T’ve never had anyone say no,” 
she says. “These cats are just the 
most friendly animals.” 

She kisses Alice’s head before 
putting her back in her cage, to 
wait expectantly for a new owner 
and a new life to walk through the 
door. 

“T want to do as much as I can 
for these guys,” she says.

Stott served in the USMC dur- 
ing WWII leaving the Corps as a 
major and having been decorated 
with the Navy Cross — the nation’s 
second-highest award for valor in 
combat for his bravery on Saipan, 
Guam and Iwo Jima. 

Murphy served in the USMC 
during the Second World War and 
in the US Army afterwards. He 
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saw heavy combat and is very 
active in Marine veterans activi- 
ties. 

Immediately following the 
parade the annual Memorial Day 
services will take place. 

Andover celebrates Memorial 
Day this year with a special focus 
on women who served and are 
serving this country. 

In accordance with that theme, 
Sara (Payne) Hayden of Methuen, 
is the special guest speaker at the 
ceremony. She served among the 
Women Airforce Service Pilots 
(WASP) in World War II. A native 
of Charlotte, N.C., Hayden served 
from September 1942 to Decem- 
ber 1944 at Randolph Field, 
Texas, where she worked in field 
testing for aircraft.

“BLUE MOON” is considered the bench- 

mark of a rare thing, taking place only 
when two full moons occur in the same month. 
By all accounts, it is far more frequent than 
our May 18 snowstorm, a so-called “act of 
God” that managed to wipe out Saturday’s 
ClownTown carnival, the full day of fun in the 
Park planned by the volunteers of the Andona 
Society. None of the organizers can remember 
ClownTown ever being cancelled due to snow. 

The dire forecast for Saturday produced a 
Friday night crowd that surged into the Park, 
with hordes of strollers pushed by parents. 
Traditionally, ClownTown on Friday night is 
attended by local teenagers and staffed by just 
10 Andona volunteers. 

“There were tons of families on Friday night 
and they usually aren’t there,” Lisa McDonald, 
Andona president, said. “We did the best we 
could, but there were people who were clearly 
not happy.” 

Out of respect for the Park’s abutters, 
Andona decided not to open on Sunday, and 
lost out on the chance to fund its programs for 
the coming year — to the tune of a $60,000 net 
loss. These lost proceeds would have benefited 
more than 40 Andover youth programs, schol- 
arships and services. 

Already pledged by Andona are $10,000 in 
scholarships to be awarded next month; and a 
$50,000 pledge to the new youth center. 

Maybe the storm had a silver lining. In the 
true spirit of Andover, a number of people have 
generously offered to help, McDonald says. 
“We'd be grateful for any help people can give.”

that they would be demonized.

return.” he says. “We reached an 
agreement, and now the town isn’t 
honoring what we agreed to. We 
reached a consensus, and now 
they’ve decided to renege on their 
positions.” 

One by one, firefighters strode 
to the podium before selectmen 
Monday night to voice their anger 
and disappointment that the agree- 
ment has yet to be signed. 

“There’s no excuse for it,” fire- 
fighter Jim Landry Sr. told select- 
men Monday night. “It’s been 
almost a year.” 

“Not only do we do a lot as 
firefighters, but we do a lot for the 
community,” said firefighter Eric 
Teichert. “We do the parade, and 
we do things for the senior (citi- 
zens). We don’t think that’s appre- 
ciated and we’re starting to feel 
overlooked.” 

Neither the union nor 
Stapezynski will divulge the 
details of the proposed contract. 
Stapezynski says he’s not reneg- 
ing on anything, because he never 
reached a “tentative agreement” 
with the union in the first place. 

“T did not use the word tenta- 
tive.” he says, referring to the 
April 22 meeting, the last time he 


and union members sat down 
together. “Tentative means you've 
had a meeting of the minds and 
it’s almost a done deal.” 

Stapczynski says he figured 
that the selectmen — who must 
approve the contract before 
Stapezynski signs it — would have 
concerns with the terms. They did, 
and therefore, Stapczynski says 
the negotiations are ongoing. 

The firefighters are still getting 
paid under conditions of their last 
three-year contract. Three other 
town-employed unions are also 
currently working without a con- 
tract — the union that works for 
Plant and Facilities and Public 
Works; the union made up of 
department heads; and the police 
dispatchers’ union. 

The town and the police union 
agreed to terms for a new contract 
last December.

lic money is at least 2 years away 


Stapcezynski: Pub

Securing public money for a 
senior-center project is at least two 
years away. 

That’s according to Town Man- 
ager Buzz Stapezynski, who pre- 
sented his recommended plan for 
building a new center or expand- 
ing the current one to selectmen 
Monday night. His recommenda- 
tion came after he reviewed the 
report of the Senior Center Task 
Force, submitted to him in April. 

That report, compiled by 15 
Task Force members in four 
months, named two options for a 
new or expanded center — building 
in west Andover, across from the 
proposed youth center, or expand- 
ing the center at its current Bartlet 
Street location. The report also 
recommended using public money 
to fund the project. 

Task Force members say the 
current senior center doesn’t ade- 
quately serve all the seniors who 
want to participate in programs 
and activities. They say they need 
a 27,000 square-foot facility to 
meet the needs of Andover’s 3,800 
people aged 65 or older. 

Stapczynski wants to include a 


third site the Task Force consid- 
ered — 16 Haverhill St., upon 
which the town recently fore- 
closed. 

The next step is to 
complete feasibility 
studies of all three 
sites, says Stapczyns- 
ki. He proposes that 
Task Force members 9 aaaae 
continue to work fie 
through December as 
an advisory body, 
weighing in on the 
pros and cons of each 
site in further detail. 

According to a 
tentative timeline,

According 
to rules set by the state Department 
of Housing and Community Devel- 
opment, the Authority can only hire 
and pay a limited number of main- 
tenance employees — in this case, 
four — and that’s not nearly enough 
to get all the odd jobs done. 

“A Jot of the buildings are almost 
50 years old and they need a lot of 
maintenance. It’s going to take a 
Herculean effort of the maintenance 
men.” he says. He plans to appeal to 
DHCD to hire more hands. 

Hajj has since talked to Housing 
Authority residents, and says that 
only a few are still nervous about 
their safety.

Rachel’s project. To raise aware- 
ness, Rachel has spoken about her 
new baby sister and the conditions 
in China regarding the country’s 
one-child policy. 

In an attempt to control the 
rapidly growing population, the 
one-child policy limits each cou- 
ple to one child. If the couple has a 
girl, they can wait 5 years and are 
then allowed to try for a boy, since 
boys traditionally support the fam- 
ily later in life, according to the 
Rauhs. This restriction often 
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results in abandoned children, 
such as the Rauh’s adopted daugh- 
ter. 

According to Lisa, the Chinese 
culture is very loving of children, 
despite the image projected by the 
rules and regulations of the gov- 
ernment. There are even ‘clothing 
police’ in the cities who check that 
the babies are warm. 

“They aren’t even aware of the 
lack of personal choice,” she says. 
“It’s very different there; it almost 
makes more sense when you're 
there.”

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Avalon gets go-ahead 


Selectmen approve sewer agreement

Make way for Avalon Bay. 

The national developer is free to 
start construction on 115 rental 
apartment units on River Road, after 
receiving approval for sewer service 
from selectmen Monday night. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals 
gave Avalon the go-ahead last 
Wednesday, when it granted a spe- 
cial permit for the project. 

Selectmen said their vote Mon- 
day night was a tough one, follow- 
ing 18 months of neighbors arguing 
against the project. 

Opposing residents say the large 
project is inappropriate for the quiet, 
single-family neighborhood. They 
argue that it will not necessarily 
increase Andover’s number of 
affordable units, despite Avalon’s 
claim that it will reserve 29 units for 
middle- and low-income residents.

Avalon acquired its permit 
through the comprehensive permit 
application process. 

Stipulations for a comprehensive 
permit require that a certain percent- 
age of the project's housing units 
are designated affordable, rather 
than market-rate. Some officials say 
a comprehensive permit can mean 
an easier path to approval. If the 
7BA refuses a comprehensive per- 
mit, the state can easily overtum that 
decision, as Andover has less than 
the recommended minimum per- 
centage of affordable housing in 
town — 10 percent. 

River Road resident Tim Carter 
spoke against the project. 

“This project will fundamentally 
change the nature of my neighbor- 
hood,” he said. “It will add 600 cars 
traveling back and forth. It seems 
the only people in favor of this pro- 
ject are those who stand to make a 
lot of money from this project.” 

Members of the Committee to 
Protect Andover Zoning (PAZ) col- 
lected 1,100 signatures from resi- 
dents against the project, said 
Ravens Bluff resident Jane Bow- 
man.

Standerwick said 1998 Town Meet- 
ing originally agreed to the installa- 
tion of a sewer line in that area, 
which required an intermunicipal 
agreement with Tewksbury. Those 
voters were approving sewer service 
specifically for the St. Clare nuns, 
who also live on River Road, she 
said — not for a future development 
at 460 River Road, where Avalon is 
sited.

The amendment passed with 
Selectmen Ted Teichert, Ray Hen- 
der and Lyman in favor, and Select- 
men Brian Major and Hess against. 

If selectmen had not approved 
the amendment, Avalon would have 
had the option of bringing its case to 
the state Housing Appeals Commit- 
tee, which can overturn and change 
the project as it desires, said Bow-

While contractor John T. Callahan and Sons speeds to 
get Andover’s Wood Hill and High Plain schools built for 
a September opening, other towns in the Commonwealth 
currently working with Callahan have already delayed the 
openings of their schools. 

Callahan is building a high school for Littleton that was 
supposed to open last September. The substantial comple- 
tion date was pushed forward month after month. Every 
month Callahan said the building would be completed the 
next, and every month the building was not completed. 

“Whenever he set a date, the date was not kept,” said 
Frank Herlihy, Littleton schools business manager. The 
process continued until January when the Littleton schools 
decided to wait until next school year to move the kids into 
the high school. Littleton has given Callahan a final dead- 
line: “June 1 or they’re out of here,” said Herlihy. “If 
they’re telling you August and you’re already in May, I put 
my next year’s salary on the line that it’s not going to be 
ready in August.” 

Callahan broke ground for the Littleton project in April 
of 2000. The original substantial completion date was July 
of 2001. “They never met a deadline. They ve got two peo- 
ple working there now,” said Herlihy. 

“They were late with our project. There’s no question 
about it.” said Littleton Building Committee chairman Dick 
Montminy. “They’ve built us a hell of a nice school,” he 
said. Montminy said that contingency plans are a good 
idea. “It’s a smart thing to do ‘cause you never know. 
We’ve had contingency plans all along. It’s a good thing we 
did.” said Montminy. 

President Steve Callahan tells a different story. He says 
that in Littleton, the problem was the need for a water-treat- 
ment system for the school. “They redesigned the system in 
November. This has nothing to do with us,” said Callahan. 

But Herlihy says the November problems are immateri- 
al. “He was already late. The water treatment system was a 
problem in November because that’s when he got around to 
it.” said Herlihy. “We still don’t have an occupancy permit.” 

Clinton, is home to another Callahan school building 
project that is running late. Their prekindergarten-through- 
fourth-grade elementary school should have been ready for 
next month, June 30. “We hoped to be in there in Septem- 
ber, but that will not happen,” said Clinton Superintendent 
Edward Philbin. Philbin said that Callahan cited “labor 
issues, different explanations,” for why the school would 
not be ready. Clinton’s schools are looking for a January 
opening next year. “Tm not willing to sacrifice quality (to 
get the school opened sooner),” said Philbin. “We’re trying 
to work with him, but...” The superintendent laughed and 
didn’t finish his thought. 

Callahan said that in Clinton, they had problems laying 
down the foundations. “We hit a tremendous amount of 
unsuitable soil. The biggest unforseens come out of the 
ground,” said Callahan. He reaffirmed his promise to 
‘Andover. “We're going to make it. That school is going to 
open.” 

P superintendent Claudia Bach and School Building 
Committee Chairman Mark Johnson presented a report on 
the state of the project and contingency plans in case the 
schools are not ready to Andover’s Board of Selectmen this 
week. Johnson said that he felt that if the schools are not 
ready for opening in September, they will be ready shortly 
afterwards. When Selectman Brian Major asked the two

The School Committee, at the behest 
of Superintendent Claudia Bach, cut the 
43-year-old elementary instrumental 
music program at its meeting this week. 
Parents left upset and embittered about 
the administration’s most important 
cause — the override. 

“T think that this really hurt their 
cause,” said parent Mike Hagan. He said 
that the parents’ only recourse was to g0 
to the ballot box and send a clear mes- 
sage of their disapproval. 

Several parents identified Bach as the 
difficulty. “It’s the attitude of the admin- 
istration that’s setting the tenor. Who 
have we hired to run our schools?” said 
Leah LaDue Goldstein. 

Forty concerned parents gathered in 
the meeting room at the end of a struggle 
that began when they realized that the 
daytime instrumental lessons were in 
jeopardy and went into overdrive in the 
two weeks since Bach presented further 
roadblocks to keeping the lessons. Par- 
ents filled all the committee room seats, 
stood by the door and sat on the tables at 
the rear of the room. The debate was as 
heated as the previous meeting, at which 
sarcastic comments were flung back and 
forth both between committee members 
and from the audience. In an ironic turn 
of events, members Gerry Gustus and 
Chris Smith, who argued for and against 
the instrumental lessons two weeks ago, 
continued to argue — but for the opposing 
viewpoints. Gustus no longer supported 
the parents, but Smith was won over to 
their cause. 

Smith said that he could find plenty 
of line items in the superintendent's pre- 
liminary budget that he would prefer to 
cut than the during school instrumental 
lessons. 

Gustus shot back, “You can find plen- 

ty of things in there you don’t under- 
stand.” 
A dramatic confrontation occurred 
when Hastings said that member Dick 
Collins’s assertion that there were only 
23 players in the high school band was 
“a lie.” 

“Don’t you call me a liar,’ Collins 
boomed, standing to address the parent. 
Collins later apologized, explaining that 
there once were only 23 members of the 
band. 

Davidson represented a group of par- 
ents who offered to raise the $130,000 
to keep the lessons during the day, citing 
the Bancroft parents who raised 
$100,000 for a new playground. She said

that students taking music lessons miss a 
maximum of 18 hours a year.

“Tt sort of depends who 
you speak to,” said David- 
son, regarding the time and 
learning. Goldstein pro- 
duced an e-mail communi- 
cation from Susan Wheltle, 
director of the Office of the [3 
Humanities, Foreign Lan- 
guages and the Arts and the 
Mass. DOE. Wheltle wrote,

assemblies directly related 
to the curriculum, as well as 
more traditional forms of 
instruction, are all legiti- 
mate uses of instructional 
time.” 

The document went on to state that 
the 900 time and learning hours were left 
to the determination of the individual 
school committees and school districts. 
Davidson spoke to Bach’s complaint that 
the lessons disrupt classroom time, “Stu- 
dents are removed from class for a wide 
variety of programs including occupa- 
tional therapy, adaptive physical educa- 
tion, speech therapy, Title I, tutoring, 
resource room, counseling, reading 
enrichment, student council, chorus and 
band. This is not an instrumental music 
issue.” 

Former School Committee Chairman, 
Eric Nadworny asked the committee not 
to cloud the issue with time and learning 
arguments. “The real issue here is not 
one of time and learning. It’s really a 
budget issue.” 

Nadworny said that if the budget had 
not been cut this issue would never have 
been raised. 

Until 11 p.m., parent after parent 
stood and addressed Bach’s concerns of 
time and learning, classroom disruption 
and budgetary concerns. Bach stood by 
her earlier statements, and Gustus 
repeatedly tried to end debate, arguing 
that the matter had been discussed long 
enough. Gustus argued that many other 
programs, positions and personnel were 
being cut back or eliminated. 

Resident Gloria Davis said, “The dif- 
ference is, you're talking about an entire 
program that will collapse by moving it 
outside of the school day. We don’t 
understand why you don’t understand

that.”

But Bach said that there was no wa) 
she could support a program that took 
students away from core subjects. In the 
end, Collins and Eccles supported 
Bach’s decision, and parents turned their 
anger toward Bach. 

“Tt can’t come back under Dr. Bach’s 
paradigm,” said Ellen Davidson. “The 
music program can’t come back.” 

“I think someone must have hit her 
with a bow in the wrong place.” said 
John Shuman. Parents wearied of watch- 
ing their arguments fall on deaf ears and 
began to leave before the committee 
made its vote, which was 3 to 1. Com- 
mittee Chairwoman Tina Girdwood was 
not in attendance, but she sent an e-mail 
supporting the administration. 

Parent David Hastings, who had 
made suggestions to save money earlier 
in the evening, left angry and frustrated 
towards the end of the debate. “Please 
don’t waste our time again,” Hastings 
told the committee, saying that they did- 
n't really want citizen input. “I’m done. I 
give up,” said Hastings, and he got up 
and left the room. 

The parents asked for time to get 
legal council to clarify the state laws 
regarding time and learning hours and to 
raise the money to keep the program 
going next year so they would have more 
time to find a way to fund the program in 
the future.

On June 13, 2001, he was driving 
through Tewksbury and helped a 
retired woman escape from an over- 
turned car in a pond. “It was black 
water. You couldn’t see anything, it 
was so swampy,” said Meuse.

Sancranti ran to get a knife to cut 
the woman free and Meuse held the 
woman’s head above the water. “I 
talked to her to calm her.

The Gates & Gables tour is 
rich in Andover history and 
includes the residence of 
notable Andoverite Hobart 
Clark. Clark moved to Andover 
in 1811, was a state senator, a 


d founder and trustee of Abbot 


Academy, an organizer and 
director of the Merrimack 
Mutual Fire Insurance Compa- 
ny, an organizer of the Andover 
& Wilmington Railroad (later 
known as the Andover & 
Haverhill Railroad), and was 


the first president of the Boston & Maine Railroad. 
At age 55, in 1835, he was a founder of Christ Church, 
and at age 73 he was the Andover postmaster. Hobart died 


in Andover at age 90. 


One of the houses on the upcoming 
Gates & Gables House Tour is a Geor- 
gian Colonial built between 1735 and 
1776. The early 18th-century farm- 
house probably started life as a lean-to, 
with a single central chimney. After it 
was remodeled in the early 19th-centu- 
ry and the single chimney replaced with 
two chimneys, it is likely that two fami- 
lies lived in the house, each with their 
own kitchen.

Mixing paint and culture 


Brazilian artist to show hand-painted porcelain 


By Ben Hellman 

Jazz icon Sonny Rollins plays 
in the background and Brazilian 
born Evanice Cirelli is bringing 
her culture to Andover. She 
always listens to music while she 
works and Rollins is her favorite. 

Cirelli bends over a porcelain 
tile, painstakingly adding the fin- 
ishing touches to “The Woman 
from the Market,” in which a 
South American woman in tradi- 
tional colors and dress carries a 
large pot on her head. 

She has fired the porcelain sev- 
eral times to add each layer of her 
hand-mixed colors; they go on in 
yellow-brown tones and the 
vibrant colors only appear after 
the piece is introduced to the kiln. 
Cirelli doesn’t know exactly what 


a piece will look like until she 
fires it. 

“I can do 10 vases — all with 
the same colors — and never have 
it come out the same,” she says.

“T just fell in love with porcelain,” 
she says. She lives in Phillips 
Academy faculty housing with her

Bernofsky. One thing that sep- 
arates Lauren Bernofsky from the 
ranks of celebrated composers is 
that Bernofsky is not a dead white 
guy.

The man looks 
down at the handwritten musical 
notes and says, “I thought music 
was already written.” 


Centuries after the guys with 
the powdered wigs are gone, 34- 
year-old Bernofsky is still busy 
writing music.

premiere of two of her pieces, per- 
formed by Andover High School 
students at their annual spring 
concert. The high school chorus, 


band and orchestra are each per- 
forming a piece by Bernofsky. 

One of the cool things about 
being a living composer is that she 
can listen to the young artists 
practice her work and give her 
input to them. Another cool thing 
is that she can dedicate her pieces. 
She has dedicated her band com- 
position, “Cloud 9,” to the 
Andover High School Concert 
Band, directed by Joseph A. 
Wright. The piece is being pub- 
lished and when the thousands of 
copies are printed and distributed 
nationally, each will bear the com- 
poser’s dedication to the Andover 
High School ensemble. 


Bernofsky says she gets “100 
percent fulfillment” in having het 
pieces played by the Andover stu- 
dents.

forward to breaking some stereo- 
types about composers. “The per- 
centage of female composers is 
really low,” said Bernofsky. 

Bernofsky lives in Maryland, 
but this concert is not her intro- 
duction to New England, or to 
Andover. Bernofsky taught violin 
to Andover students while pursu- 
ing her master’s degree in compo- 
sition from New England Conser- 
vatory. 

She was invited to Andover by 
Julie Diehl, strings teacher and 
orchestra director. Bernofsky took 
her bachelors in violin from the 
Hartt School of Music. She began 
playing the instrument when she 
was 7-years-old. 

But Bernofsky likes to write 
for other instruments, and prides 
herself on her ability to make 
good use of instrumentation in her 
composing. 

“I want to write for each instru- 
ment as if I play that instrument,” 
said Bernofsky. Her perfect pitch 
helps her to do that. She knows 


that the French horn sounds 
pinched once it reaches a certain 
pitch. She pays attention to the 
way instruments sound and the 
way instrumentalists play them. 

“T like to write pieces that are 
comfortable to play and fun to 
play,” she said. She rearranged the 
accompaniment of her choral 
piece, “Know Peace Forever” for 
the Andover High School chorus. 

The piece was written with 
organ accompaniment, but will be 
performed with a piano tonight 
when it is performed. 

The high school spring concert 
is tonight, Thursday, May 23 at 
7:30 at the Collins Center at 
Andover High School. 

Bernofsky will be at the 
Collins Center at 7 for a “meet the 
composer” session.

“If you know your labels, 
you're doing well,” says Kemp. 
“My customers come in and say, 
‘You get the absolute best stuff!’

My customers come from 
Andover, North Andover, Bed- 
ford, N.H ... even Lincoln, Sud- 
bury and Concord. I try to sell 
things for half to one-third of the 
retail price.” 

There are many benefits to 
shopping at a consignment shop, 
according to Kemp. It is an inex- 
pensive outlet for parents who 
are looking to find these better 
and in-demand labels; many cus- 
tomers visit her shop before 
going to a retail store. She is also 
able to help her regular clients 
who may be searching for a spe- 
cific item, taking requests and 
letting them know when that item 
comes in. 

And talk about your bargains! 
Kemp says that a pair of Aber- 
crombie jeans that may retail for 
about $40 will sell at about $13 
in her store; a three-piece Gym- 
boree outfit that may retail for 
about $50 will sell at about $20. 
Customers who bring in clothing 
receive half of the selling price. 

Shopping at a consignment 
store doesn’t mean you can’t take 
advantage of current style trends. 
Kemp says she carries what kids 
consider fashionable. 

“Capris are very hot; (so are) a 
lot of tank tops and spaghetti- 
strap tops; bright, hawaiian-type 
prints and bright colors; longer, 
cargo shorts,” says Kemp. “A lot

the regular retail price.” 

Linda Saunders, owner of The 
Mercantile on Park Street in 
Andover, agrees that the people 
who choose to shop in consign- 
ment shops are just looking to 
make their dollar go further. 

“T don’t think there is any kind 
of (negative) stigma,” says Saun- 
ders. “It’s wise shopping. You get 
great stuff at reasonable prices. 
It’s definitely something people 
should consider if they haven't 
already.” 

Saunders says that they carry a 
wide variety of children’s cloth- 
ing and accessories, toys, dolls 
and books. Her clientele comes 
from all age ranges and from a 
number of area towns, in search 
of a great bargain. 

“We have Talbot Kids, Rugged 
Bear ... there’s such a variety,” 
says Saunders. “You can buy a 
great snowsuit for $25 with both 
a coat and pants - a lot of them 
really look brand new. You can 
get jerseys for about $3 and pants 
run about $5, so you can definite- 
ly get an outfit for $10 or less.”

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Using summertime to stimulate children’s learning 


(NAPSA) — What parents do 
with their children after school 
lets out for the summer has a 
huge impact on how those chil- 
dren do when school reopens. 

Teachers can tell the difference 
immediately. Some children 
return to the classroom primed to 
learn. After a quick refresher, 
they are ready for lift-off. Other 
children, however, return to the 
classroom as if awakened from a 
long, amnesia-inducing sleep. It 
takes an intensive review effort 
just to get them back up to where 
they were when school ended. 

It's parents, a child’s _ first 
teachers, who make that differ- 
ence. 

A word of caution: for summer 
to be intellectually stimulating, it 
need not be, and must not be, 
regimented. It is a child’s right to 


be a child, and to enjoy the plea- 
sures of a childhood summer. 
That can’t happen if every hour 
of the child’s day is scheduled. 

While no one wants his or her 
child slumped in front of the TV 
for hours on end, you don’t want 
to make it a summer of stress, 
either. Children get enough of 
that during the rest of the year. 

With a little imagination and a 
lot of common sense, parents 
can steer a middle course 
between the extremes of the TV- 
hypnotized child and what psy- 
chologist David Elkind calls “the 
hurried child’? Here are some 
suggestions: 

e USE THAT LIBRARY CARD. 
The free public library is a great 
American institution. Go with 
your child. Make it a weekly 
outing, and top it off with a visit

Street consignment shop has been 
building a customer base for the 
past nine years. They carry both 
new and used clothing and have a 
variety of items related to chil- 
dren including bedding, furniture, 
toys, books, sports equipment, 
cribs, toys and bikes. 

Parolisi finds that many people 
bring in clothes their children 
have outgrown and use their con- 
signment money to “trade up” to 
the next size. Her shop carries 
many of the popular name brands 
like The Limited, Tommy Hil- 
figer and Gap - understandably, 
these clothes are the first to be 
snatched up. 


“Capris are still popular, (as 
are) long shorts for boys, cropped 
shirts for girls, tankini bathing 
suits. We always have your basic 
jeans, shorts and T-shirts,’ says 
Parolisi. “You can get a fancy 
girls dress for $10 to $20, a boy’s 
suit for $30, or almost any casual 
outfit for under $10.” 

She agrees with other store 
owners that people now see using 
consignment as the smart way to 
shop. “(Parents) understand now 
that kids outgrow their clothes 
before they outwear them; so it 
makes sense to buy used clothes 
that are sometimes hardly used,” 
Parolisi says. “People wouldn't 
know they come from a consign- 
ment store...unless you tell them.”

(NAPSA) — Nearly five million American children ages 6 to 
17 are overweight or obese. This excessive weight, particular- 
ly at a young age, puts them at increased risk for health prob- 
lems earlier in life, such as diabetes and heart disease. Par- 
ents, however, can help keep their children on track by intro- 
ducing good habits early like regu- 
lar exercise and healthy eating. 

“Young people need to be 
active and learn to eat 
right”? says = Dennis 
O'Neill, a pathologist in 
Manchester, Conn. “If 
children see their parents 
enjoying healthy foods, 
they are more likely to try 
them. Similarly, if children see 
their parents exercising, that will 
reinforce that activity is important. Parents are their children’s 
most important role models.” 

Children’s attitudes toward exercise and eating are shaped 
early on and can last a lifetime. At home, parents can encour- 
age their children to enjoy a variety of foods, especially cere- 
als, breads, other grain products, fruits, and vegetables, as 
well as low-fat dairy products and lean meats. 

“Young children need to develop good eating habits,” says 
O'Neill. “Meal times provide a 
good opportunity for parents to 
set an example by creating a 
positive atmosphere for healthy 
attitudes toward food.” 


Tips for packing 
healthy lunches 


But what about when they're 
at school? An easy way for par- 
ents to make sure their children 
are eating healthy foods when 
away from home is to pack 
nutritious and delicious lunches. 

Pathologists, physicians who 
care for patients through labora- 
tory medicine, recommend that 
a child’s school lunch includes 
at least one of each of the five 
food groups: breads or cereals; 
vegetables; fruits; milk or milk 
products; and meat, eggs, OF 
fish. 

“When sending some foods to 
school, such as sandwiches with 
mayonnaise, eggs, or meats, it is 
often a good idea to send a cold 
pack along,” says O’ Neill. “This 
keeps the food fresh until 
lunchtime.” 

O’Neill uses the following tips 
when packing healthy lunches 
for his family: “Reduce the 
number of foods high in saturat- 
ed fat, like potato chips and red 
meat; limit foods high in choles- 
terol, such as bologna; pack 
low-fat treats like vanilla wafers 
and animal crackers; and 
include carrots or cut-up apples 
to balance it.” 

Healthy lunches give kids a 
foundation of good eating that 
will help them throughout their 
lives, according to pathologists. 
Eating right also provides the 
nutrition kids need to learn and 
grow. 
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Helmets and health: Improved products improve safety 


(NAPS) — How safe are our 
kids? Safer than kids used to be. 
According to new data from 
the National Safe Kids Cam- 
paign, the past two decades’ €vo- 
lution in plastic safety devices 


has been a crucial part of the 46 
percent decline in the uninten- 
tional injury-related death rate 
among children 14 and under, 
the No. 1 killer of children in 
this age group. 


The death rate was reduced in 
part by the greater convenience 
and affordability of such safety 
devices as smoke alarms, child 
restraints in cars and better bike 
helmets. 

For example, before 1975, bike 
helmets offered little protection 
but today’s reinforced _ plastic 
fiberglass shells have helped to 


This has contributed to a 55- 
percent decline in the residential, 
fire-related death rate among 
children. 

“Keeping our kids safe is an 
ongoing challenge facing every 
parent,” states Heather Paul, 
executive director of the Nation- 
al Safe Kids Campaign. “As 
devices continue to improve in 


terms of materials, affordability, 
availability and convenience, the 
new millennium should be an 
even safer time for children.” 

The National Safe Kids Cam- 
paign recently held a safety con- 
test in which 12,000 children 
entered an essay based on a life- 
saving experience with a plastic 
safety device 


reduce children’s death rate in 
bike-traffic injuries by 60 per- 
cent. Far more kids now wear 
helmets while riding their skate- 
boards than did in the past. 

Metal car seats available in 
1964 have evolved into today’s 
lightweight, molded plastic 
frame with nylon harness. 

Even though vehicle usage and 
miles traveled have soared, the 
occupant-related death rate has 
declined. 

Smoke alarms have evolved 
from metal, battery-powered 
alarms, costing $120 in 1969 to 
today’s lightweight, compact

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Turning green into gold - white gold, that is 


SPARAGUS OFTEN GETS a bad 
A= Too stringy, too thin, and a 

taste that’s too strong are some 
of the descriptions that chefs hear 
about the edible green shoots. 

Often served fresh with Easter ham 
and lamb dinners, asparagus is plenti- 
ful this time of year. Its peak season is 
May and June, and mothers across 
America and around Andover are 
undoubtedly tempting their kids to at 
least try it. But probably to no avail, no 
doubt. It’s one of those food items that 
you either like or don’t like. 

Chefs at Andover Inn have heard all 
the asparagus complaints. 

“It’s got iron and lots of it and it can 
be stringy if not cooked correctly,” 
Andover Inn executive chef Peter Slack 
said of green asparagus. 

But in the Netherlands, diners go 
crazy over asparagus at this time of 
year. They prefer the white version of 
asparagus, which is thicker, more ten- 
der, and milder-tasting that its green 
sister. 

There, and across Europe, the white 
version is dubbed “white gold,” accord- 
ing to Andover Inn innkeeper Henry 
Broekhoff, a native of the Netherlands. 

And, that is why he goes crazy with 
the white stuff every year during the 
months of May and June. His annual 
white asparagus festival opened earlier 
this month and continues through June 
30. 

A special white asparagus menu has 
been added to the Inn’s regular menu. 
He is serving white asparagus as an 
appetizer, in soup, in salad, as entrees 
(about $28) and three versions are 
offered a la carte ranging from $10 to 
$12. 

And, this white gold does indeed 
sell. 

Broekhoff said when he launched 
this festival idea in 1991, he went 
through 700 pounds of white asparagus 
in eight weeks. Last year, he used 
1,600 pounds in eight weeks. And, this 
year is looking to at least match or per- 
haps exceed that amount.

“There are customers who come 
here looking for it,” said Broekhoff 
who left the Netherlands 26 years ago 
and hangs a flag honoring this festival 
over the Inn’s front door. 

“Any good restaurant (in the 
Netherlands and Europe) will feature 
white asparagus in May and June,” he 
said. “So, it’s a little bit of Brussels or 
Paris right here in Andover.” 

While those customers with Euro- 
pean or Dutch roots know that white 
asparagus grows underground and is 
painstakingly cultivated, some cus- 
tomers are like the local accountant 
who asked Broekhoff if the white ver- 
sion was simply a blanched version of 
green asparagus. (It is not.) 

Broekhoff shook his head telling 
that story but insisted finicky Ameri- 
cans will come around once they try 
the white version of asparagus. Plus, 
hearing what workers go through to 
harvest the stalks would make anyone 


want to at least try it. 

“It is hand-harvested and a very 
high labor-instensive product. It is 
back-breaking labor for workers. There 
are no machines for harvesting white 
asparagus,” Broekhoff said. 

When the plant cracks the soil, 
workers push aside the dirt and then 
put it back. It will take about four years 
for the plant to mature and be ready for 
harvest. 

“As the plant matures, it develops 
that AAA quality,” Broekhoff said. 

The skinny white stalks stay in the 
Netherlands while thicker stalks com- 
mand top dollars and are imported, 
according to Broekhoff. 

At Andover Inn, kitchen workers 
peel each white asparagus stalk, one- 
by-one. Sure, it’s time-consuming, but 
Broekhoff said that’s the price you pay 
to get a popular spring taste of Europe 
in Andover.

Weather frowns on Clownlown

Saturday. Volunteers simply couldn’t han- 
dle the huge crowd and boy, did the clowns 
hear about it. 

“Anyone dressed in a clown suit heard 
about the long lines for tickets and rides,” 
said Lisa McDonald of Andover, president 
of the Andona Society which sponsors the 
enormously popular event. (See her letter, 
page 9). 

“Tt got ugly,” she said of the crowd com- 
ments. “People were really mad about the 
lines.” 

The line for ride tickets stretched across 
the Park, located at the corner of Chestnut 
and Bartlet streets, along the brick path. 
McDonald said people waited at least an 
hour in line to get tickets. Then, it was 
another hour in line to get on one of the 
eight rides at the event. 

McDonald said ClownTown’s opening 
night typically attracts local youths. Ten 
volunteer clowns, all Andona members, 
along with many teen volunteers, are usual- 
ly enough to staff opening night. 

But, she said many families with 
preschoolers and strollers attended Friday 
night instead of Saturday because of the dis- 
mal forecast. The end result was the mas- 
sivaehine at the sole ticket booth. 

“There were tons of families on Friday 
night and they usually aren’t there,” 
McDonald said. “We did the best we could 
but there were people who were clearly not 


happy.” 
ClownTown organizers reported for duty 


at 7 on Saturday morning. But, by late 
morning, they were cold and wet from the 


= 


freaky snowstorm. The event was scheduled 
for 9:30 a.m. to 4:30 pm., but it closed at l 


m. 

Many wondered why organizers didn’t 
postpone the event until Sunday. McDonald 
said she considered it, but realized neigh- 
bors would not be happy. 

“We told the abutters that we would be 
there for those two days only. Out of respect 
for them, we decided not to open on Sun- 
day.” said McDonald, noting that when she 
moved to Andover 15 years ago, she lived 
on Chestnut Street and remembers the 
neighborhood concerns about ClownTown 
noise and traffic. 

Plus, volunteers had signed on for two 
days — not three — and getting volunteers at 
the last minute would have been difficult, 
she said. 

Andona, which has sponsored Clown- 
Town consecutively for the past 50 years, 
has dealt with rainy days in the past. But 
this was the first time snow interrupted the 
annual spring time event as far as anyone 
knows. 

And, youth groups around town could 
pay dearly for it. Andona is an Andover 
women’s group that runs numerous 
fundraisers to pay for the youth programs. 
ClownTown is the most popular fundraiser 
and it is a big money-maker. Andona’s 
annual report for 2000-01 shows that 
ClownTown profits make up 64 percent of 
the group’s contributions to local youth pro- 
grams. 

The two-day event usually brings in 
about $100,000, McDonald said. Expenses 
run about $40,000, netting about $60,000 
that goes toward various youth programs.

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Clown’s-eye view - Because so many people opted to attend ClownTown on 
Friday night, Andona volunteers couldn’t handle the huge crowd. Hour-long 
lines for tickets, and an hour wait for each of the rides, were common. 
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Last weekend’s event brought in almost 
$40,000 on Friday night, but no money was 
made on Saturday. So, the group is looking 
at a loss of about $60,000, McDonald said. 

The programs that benefit from Clown- 
Town proceeds include five $2,000 scholar- 
ships to Andover High graduates; some 
$50,000 that has been pledged to the town’s 
new youth center; cultural programs at local 
schools; camperships to middle-schoolers 
who can’t afford summer camp and a swim 
program at the YMCA for handicapped 
children. 


McDonald said her group does have a 
large enough reserve account that will cover 
this year’s promised donations to local 
youth groups. 

However, next year could be a different 
story. She expects her group to take up the 
matter at their next meeting in June. It is too 
early to say if another event will be planned. 

“Who would have thought there would 
be snow in May?” said a clearly exasperat- 
ed McDonald, who has only one month left 
as Andona president. “You just never know 
about the weather.”
